THE LATE 
COUNT DI ROBILANT. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of his 
Excellency General Count di Robilant, Italian 
Ambassador at the Court of St. James, which 
occurred at the Italian Embassy, 19, Grosvenor- 
square, on Oct. 17. Count di Robilant arrived 
from Italy the first week in August, and on 
Saturday, the 11th of that month was 


INTRODUCED TO THE QUEEN 
bythe Marquis of Salisbury, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, and after presenting his 
credentials dined with her Majesty at Osborne. 
While at the Isle of Wight his Excellency visited 
the Prince and Princess of Wales on board the 
Royalyacht Osborne. The deceased diplomatist 
was at one time Italian Ambassador at Vienna, 
and before he came to England in succession to 
Count Corti held for two years the position of 
Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs. 


HE WAS A PIEDMONTESE, 
and was born at Turin in August, 1826. At the 
age of thirteen he entered the Royal Military 
College, and obtained his commission as Sub- 
Lieutenant six years later. Не fought in all the 
wars of Italian Жор жүлүн against Austria— 
first in 1848, and in the following year, when, at 
the battle of Novara, he had his left hand shot off 
by a cannon-ball. He became Captain of Artillery 
in 1853, served with great distinction in

and was gazetted Major in the following year. 
At the time of his appointment as Ambassador in 
London he had received

besides many decorations conferred by foreign 
Sovereigns.

had the greatest regard for him, and it was by 
the express wish of his Majesty that Count 
Robilant accepted the Portfolio of Foreign Affairs. 
The present intimate relations between Germany 
and Italy are chiefly a consequence of his 
exertions. 
THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY 
came from Hatfield last Monday morning ex- 
pressly to pay his last tribute of respect to his 
deceased friend at the funeral service, held in the 
Roman Catholic Church of the Assumption, 
formerly the Bavarian chapel, in Warwick-street, 
Regent - street. Chevalier Catalani, Chargé 
d’ Affaires, was early in attendance, and, assisted 
by the other members of the Embassy—Chevalier 
Polacco, Chevalier Felbricotti, Chevalier Marti- 
celli, and Count Rusponi—showed the different 
distinguished personages into the seats reserved 
for them. 
THE COUNTESS DI ROBILANT 

and children entered the chapel about a quarter- 
past eleven. The Countess almost immediately 
went to the coffin, and knelt by the side during 
the deeply impressive ceremony. ‘There were 
also present Earl Cadogan, Lord Privy Seal, re- 
presenting the Queen; Lieutenant-General Sir 
Dighton Probyn, representing the Prince of 
Wales; and the chief Ambassadors. About an 
hour after the ceremony the body was taken in 
an open funeral car to St. Mary’s Cemetery, 
Kensal-green, and was deposited in the cata- 
combs, where it will remain until its removal to 
Italy. ‘The coffin was entirely covered with 
wreaths of white flowers from the Italian Ex- 
hibition, the members of the Embassy, the 
family, and friends.

SIR CHARLES RUSSELL’S 
APPEAL FOR THE RELEASE OF 
MR. W. REDMOND, M.P. 

The learned Counsel for Mr. Parnell was the 
first to open the proceedings last Monday. An 
application was made by Sir Charles Russell for 
the release of Mr. W. Redmond, M.P., so that 
he might attend the inquiry. The Court, Mr. 
Justice Hannen replied, would grant the applica- 
tion provided Mr. Redmond entered into recog- 
nisances of £1000 not to take part in any public 
meeting on his release, and to render himself up 
when the period arrived to undergo the remainder 
of his sentence. Mr. Redmond, it was stated to 
their Lordships, would give no such undertaking. 


SIR RICHARD WEBSTER’S 
SPECIFICATION OF THE CHARGES 
AGAINST MR. PARNELL AND 
HIS ASSOCIATES. 

With clear articulation did Sir Richard 
Webster, the Attorney-General, open what was 
virtually the case for the prosecution on the 
part of the Times newspaper. He said “they 
were there to give the Commissioners the fullest 
information in their power to elicit the truth. 
They accepted the duty of proving the charges 
and allegations they had made, and they should 
indicate the sources from which information 
could be obtained, though they might not at the 
present time be actually in a position to bring 
before their Lordships what he called legal 
evidence. He was not there for the purpose of 
inquiring into the rights or wrongs of Home 
Rule, or the rights or wrongs of particular 
tenants—into none of those questions which had, 
or which were supposed to have had, an effect on 
burning questions with reference to Ireland for 
some time past. Не was there to assist the 
Court in inquiring into certain charges made in 
the Times’ articles now called ‘ Parnellism and 
Crime." Sir Richard Webster then began а 
long statement of the charges against Mr. 
Parnell and the Irish Party, which he said were 
not new, and had already been repeated in the 
case of ** O'Donnell v. Walter." He endeavoured 
to show that the Land League had instigated the 
agrarian outrages in Ireland, and that the Irish 
members, being connected with the Land League, 
were practically responsible for the crimes. 


THE ALLEGED LETTERS OF MR. PARNELL. 
Said Sir Richard Webster :—* Му Lords, those 
articles were published beginning on March 7, 1887, 
and, speaking of the articles as a group, ended in the 
month of April, 1887. Shey evoked no proceedings 
on the part of any persons who were directly charged 
or implicated in the charges und allegations. Later 
in the year—namely, in the month of June, 1887— 
certain otber articles were written, and in these 
articles certain statements were made, and among 
those statements was one in which a direct reference 
was made to a particular individual—Mr. Parnell.

But it is most important, with reference 
tothe inquiry, to observe that the writing of the 
particular letter by Mr. Parnell—most important so 
far as Mr. Parnell’s сазе is concerned—will not enable 
your Lordships to judge what I may call the main 
truth of the allegations, which are directed not 
against Mr. Parnell alone, but against Mr. Parnell 
and all his associates.” 

[Mr. Parnell, it should here be stated, rose from 
his seat in Parliament to denounce each and all of the 
incriminatory letters as forgeries. | 


MR. PARNELL’S ALLEGED COMMUNICATIONS WITH 
IRISH-AMERICAN FENIANS. 

The Attorney-General soon proceeded to trace the 
formation of the Land League from 1879. He said 
it would be clearly laid before the Court that 
America was the chief source of supply, and that 
by far the largest amount of money came from men 
who advocated the most extreme measures, and were 
prepared to use dynamite and other violence to 
remove obnoxious persons. It was therefore neces- 
sary to couple the American agitation with the 
agrarian agitation in Ireland. When this was started 
it was decided that no evicted land should be occu- 
pied, and in 1880-1-2 the gentlemen mentioned in the 
particulars extended the Land League, established 
branches, aud made the League universal instead 
of being general. The founders of the Land League 
in1879 were Mr. Parnell, president; Mr. Kettle, Mr. 
Davitt, and Mr. Brennan, secretaries; Mr. Biggar, 
Mr. O'Sullivan, and Mr. Patrick Egan, treasurers. A 
number of other men, including Sheridan, Welsh, 
апа Kelly, who had practically no interest in land, 
were connected with the League, and there could be 
no doubt were paid for their services. From 1880 it 
wis clear that there was harmonious action between 
the American section of the League and the Land 
League at home. Mr. Parnell visited America, and 
he and others were in communication with Devoy 
and Walsh, who were admitted Fenians. In 1881 
Mr. Davitt was arrested, and a warrant was issued 
against Egan, who, however, fled to Paris with Mr. 
Matthew Harris, and the business of the Land 
League was transferred to that city. Mr. Parnell 
and others were iu Paris at the time, and Counsel 
contended that their meeting was to carry on the 
conspiracy which had been previously carried on in 
London. ‘The eloquent Counsel for the Times then 
went on (amid occasional critical interruptions from 
Sir Charles Russell) to relate instances in which men 
had been shot and cruelties perpetrated, as he con- 
tended, by the agents of the Land League. 


THE SCENE OUTSIDE. 


The large assemblage of persons outside the Royal 
Courts of Justice cheered Mr. Parnell as he crossed 
the Strand to and from lunch on Monday. In court, 
Mr. Parnell looked pale, thin, and self-possessed as 
ever; and frequently conversed in whispers with his 
shrewd solicitor, Mr. George Lewis, whose sharp 
features must be by this time very familiar to the 
multitudinous readers of Zhe Penny Illustrated

murders, and in which he asked when they 
would have value for the money. “This letter caused 
great sensation in court. 1% was alleged to be а 
forgery, but that question would be for the decision 
of their Lordships. The Kilmainham letter, said to 
be written by Mr. Parnell's order, asking what was 
being done, and saying that inactivity was inex- 
cusable, was next dealt with, and the learned Coun- 
sel said before the close of the inquiry evidence 
would be submitted to the Court which would 
probably enable their Lordships to form an opinion 
as to who wrote the body of the letter, which Mr. 
Parnell signed. The Times fully believed that letter 
to be genuine, and every fact as to the obtaining that 
letter would be laid before the Court. This announce- 
ment was made amid impressive silence; and 
when the learned Counsel added that every name 
connected with the obtaining of the letters 
would be given up, and the price paid for 
the letters mentioned, the excitement manifested 
was very remarkable. A whispered consultation at 
once took place between Sir Charles Russell and the 
solicitor instructing him. The money paid for the 
letters, it was mentioned, was not handed over until 
after the letters had been for months in the posses- 
sion of the Times. Mr. Parnell came into court when 
the learned Counsel was dealing with the question of 
the so-called Kilmainham letters, 


MR. PARNELL'S SCOTTISH ACTION.

THE EMPEROR WILLIAM IIS 


WELCOME TO ITALY. 


Tur triple alliance brought about by Prince 


Bismarck between Germany, Austria, and Italy 
cannot have failed to be strengthened by the 
masterly young German Emperor’s visits to the 
Emperor Francis Joseph and King Humbert. 
The enthusiasm of the Romans—something 
remarkable when it is fairly aroused—was quick- 
ened into life by the arrival in Rome of the 
gallant Emperor William the Second, with Prince 
Henry of Prussia, on the Eleventh of October. 
We illustrate King Humbert’s hearty welcome to 
his powerful ally at the Railway Station on the 
Piazza dei Termini. The German Emperor, who 
was attended by Count Herbert Bismarck, General 
Liebenau, and Count Solms, wore the gay uniform 
of the Prussian Red Hussars, with the collar of the 
Italian Royal Order of the Annunziata. It will 
be observed that the King of Italy was accom- 
pee by his newly remarried brother, the 

uke of Aosta, and the Crown Prince of Italy 
(who would have received a very warm welcome 
had H.R.H. paid his anticipated visit to the 
London Italian Exhibition this year). The two 
Sovereigns, seated together in one State chariot, 
were vociferously cheered on the route to the 
Quirinal Palace, where Italy’s lovely Queen com- 
pleted the conquest of the Emperor William. 
The German Emperor was subsequently enter- 
tained with military and naval reviews; and 
fétes in Rome and Naples; and had the satis- 
faction of holding a personal interview with his 
Holiness the Pope in the Vatican. His Imperial 
Majesty was delighted with his reception, and 
promised to bring the Empress with him on his 
next visit to Rome. 


RAILWAY DISASTER IN ITALY. 


THE Roman correspondent of the Daily News tele- 
graphed last Sunday night:—A terrible railway 
accident has been caused by a landslip betweeu 
Salandra and Grassano. The night train which left 
Naples for Brindisi was completely wrecked. It 
seems that the landslip fell just before the train 
passed. The train was crowded with passengers 
returning from the Naples festivities. Nine carriages 
are pore ue 1 destroyed. The number of the killed 
is ninety. e engine-driver was not able to sto 
the train. The most distressing scenes are reported. 
‘The landslip is about fifty boe in length, and it 
fell from а mountain at a distance of only thirty 
yards from the railway.

almost certainly 
lead to the elu- 
cidation of the 
mystery. Ac- 
cording to 
medical testimony, the body must have been 
where it was found for several weeks, and the 
Coroner was inclined to that view, e- 
cially as there was no evidence to show that 
anything like an examination of the vault had ever 
taken place until the day the discovery was 
made. Probably the main object of the person 
who put the body in the vault was to get rid of 
it, and not permanently to conceal it, which he 
must have known to be extremely difficult. Dr. 
Bond believed that death took place about the 
end of August or beginning of September. The 
foot was very well shaped, and was that of a 
well-to-do person.
